As I recall a wise Jedi Master once 
said, “Do not underestimate the power 
of the dark side.”

Star Wars: Tales of the Jedi — Dark 
Lords of the Sith is an intriguing read. 
The power and mystery of the dark side 
feeds through to the reader of the first 
two issues. Exar Kun seems to be taking 
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the path to the other side that Luke took 
during Dark Empire. But I think that 
Exar is doing this for very selfish 
reasons. He will quickly fall prey to the 
dark side. He might also try to resurrect 
Freedon Nadd. Kevin Anderson’s great 
book, Dark Apprentice, tells me that he 
did succeed in the former.

The first issue of Star Wars: Dark 
Lords of the Sith was spectacular, 
wonderfully evoking the visual style 
of the films, while containing much 
more story depth than any movie, no 
matter how good, could possibly 
contain. The script by Tom Veitch and 
Kevin J. Anderson contained all of the 
classic Star Wars elements: exciting 
swordplay, spectacular space battles, 
political upheaval, and the eternal 
struggle between the light and dark 
sides of the Force.

knockout cover. If you keep this up, 
Lucas’Il have a lot to live up to in the 
next trilogy. 


Sith is a monumental turning point 


_in the Star Wars mythos, and a hell of a 


good read in the bargain. Jordi Ensign’s 
inks perfectly complemented Chris 
Gossett’s unbelievable pencil work, 
even topping Mike Barreiro’s work last 
ish. The scenes of Krath warriors 
surging from their battleships as space 
fighters soar overhead vividly recall old 
WWII newsreels, adding to the high- 
tech, antique look of the book. Weirdly 
enough, this ties in with Lucas and 
Spielberg’s fascination with “the Big. 
One.” Look at their collaborations on 
the Indiana Jones films, Lucas’ Young 
Indy series, and-Spielberg’s Schindler's 
List [not to mention 1941 and Empire of 
the Sun]. The great purge of the Jedi 
Knights at the hands of the Emperor 
and Darth Vader is obviously inspired 
by the Holocaust. Did Lucas intend this, 
I wonder? Whether or not he did, he 
provided a wonderful canvas. 





Inever would have believed that 
Star Wars, without George Lucas’ 
original cast of characters, could 
possibly live up to — let alone top — 
the films. The death of Ulic Qel- 
Droma’s Master Arca was shockingly 
sudden and amazingly moving. Can 
Ulic learn the secrets of the dark side 
without being seduced by its evil 
power? Luke Skywalker managed to 
resist its pull thousands of years 
beyond Ulic’s time, but he had the fate 
of a galaxy resting on his shoulders. 
Once again, Chris Gossett and Jordi 
Ensign’s art was absolutely 
spellbinding. The scenes of antique 
spacecraft soaring through the skies of 
Déneba were majestic and awe- 
inspiring, while the hand-to-Force 
fight between the Jedi and war-droids 
was viscerally thrilling. Special kudos 
to Hugh Fleming for his powerful 
cover illustration.
